Sec 2. Said corporation shall have power to purchase, own Powersof cor.
and hold real esiate of an amount not exceedmg ten acres of POTRHO%
ground, and shall also have power 1o lay off the same into lots,
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nisles and forms as they may see proper. Said lots and aisles or
other forms to be surveyed and designated on 2 plat in a specific
manner, and entered at the county registry, in the same wananer as
provided for the registry of town plots by the laws of this Territo-
ry. Any reserves of said lots or other forms for a potters field or
gratuitous burial, or for embellishment, shall be specified on the
plot so recorded, and to be forever after held fur those purposes
go specified. All other lois not so reserved and designated, said
corporation shall have power to transfer by deed, under tie com-
mon seal and signature of said corporation. Said lots may be
sold by the half or quarter lot, at the discretion of said corpora-
tion; butin no case shall more than one lot be sold to one person
unless more should be required for the interment of such persons*
family. The ground laid off and recorded by this corporation, ac-
cording to the provisions of this section, shall be forever after
held for cemetery purposes, and deeds given by this corporation
shall grant expressly for burial purposes, and no other. Said lots
shall be sold by this corporation at a value assessed by the corpo-
ration; the proceeds of such sales to be applied at the discretion
of the corporation exclusively to the fencing [and] improving the
cemetery ground, of whigh said lot or parcel is a portion, or ia the

pPurchase of personal property essential to cemetery purposes,
Sec.3. Thiscorporation shall also have power to purchase and
hold personal property not exceeding in value three hundred dol-
lars, such as 1s deemed by them necessary for cemetery purposes,
) "and may also transfer the same at pleasure, applying the proceeds
Ib. " of such transfer to the purposes ehnumerated in se¢, 2 of this
act. They shall also have power to receive donations or subscrip-
tions, and apply the same to thé improvement or embellishment
of the cemetery gronunds or to the purchase of additionsl ground

under the limitation prescribed in this act.

To baveper-  SEC. 4. Said corporation shall have a continued and perpetu-
petual succes- a| succession, and shall have power to make a common seal and
slof. use the same at pleasure in the conveyancing of lots. Any vad
cancy in the number of the members of this corporation, by death or
by removal from the town in which this corporation is located,
shall be filled by an election by the remaining members of the
-corpotatios, from the let owners in:the cemetery ground; and on
all subjects, within the province of this corporation, a majority of
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the votes of lhe members of the corporauon present at any duly
notified meellng, shall be controlling.

Sec. 5. ‘The officers of this corporation shall consist of a Officers, &e.
president, secretary, treasurer and sexton, who shall be chosen by
ballot at the first meeting of the members of this corporation, which
meeting shall be notifled by Orrin Wright,named in the first section’
of this act, by notice personally served on each member of this cof.’
posation, to be found in the town at the time of undertaking such
service, at least three days previous to said meeting; and thence
afterwards said officers shall be chosen and meetings called at
times and in wmanner said corporation shall determine. The
president shall preside at all meetings of the corporation; his ab-
sence being supplied by a president pro tem, The president
shall also sign all deeds and papers for the corporation and affix its
seal. The other duties of the president and the duties of the
other officers shall be prescribed by the corporation.
